half is paid by the State, but the State also gets all 
its taxes from you. 


For every child between the age of five and 
eighteen the State pays $2.00 to the public schools. 
Now in the city of Fort Wayne there are nearly 6,000 
children in the parochial schools. All these are counted 
and added to the enrollment of the public schools, 
and then the State allows the $2.00 to the public school 
only for all the children, including the, Catholics and 
Lutherans who are in parochial schools. The State 
really has no right to collect for the public schools the 
$2.00 per capita tax levied against parochial schools, 


As I have remarked in my Chats with you, the 
third tax paid by Catholics for the erection and main- 
tenance of their own schools is actually a savings to 
them. If all the Catholic children in the cities of 
Fort Wayne, South Bend, Gary, Hammond, Michigan 
City, were in the public schools, it would mean that in 
every one of these cities about 150 to 200 more public 
school teachers would be employed and their salaries 
would be seven or eight times as high as those paid 
our Sisters, 


We do a great deal for the Sisters, which is 
usually not taken into account, but we would have to 
do more for public school teachers. For instance a 
priest could hardly build a convent for a dozen Sisters 
for less than $100,000.00, which means an investment 
of nearly $10,000.00 for every Sister. Then the parish 
must carry the insurance on that convent, supply the 


fuel to heat it, the light and other utilities, usually 
janitor service, and must pay for the plumber or the 
carpenter or the electrician when their services are 
needed. All of these things actually cost more than 
the salaries paid to the Sisters. 


All in all, the amount Catholics pay for the oper- 
ation of their own school is little compared to the 
hidden taxes which are included in nearly everything 
purchased in the stores. When you buy an automobile, 
you are actually paying some $400.00 and up in taxes 
to the United States government. In other words, the 
manufacturer could easily sell the car for $400.00 or 
$500.00 less if it were not for the taxes imposed on 
the producers of the car by Washington. 


Then there are scores of other taxes which the 
producer has to pay for the things which go into an 
automobile. 


God Himself in the Old Law set aside one of the 
twelve tribes, or eight and one-half per cent of all 
the people, to be supported by the others. He wanted 
the* people to appreciate their religion more than 
anything else in this world, and, therefore, levied 
a tern’ per cent tax on everyone’s income. That would 
mean, if it were in force in our day, that your income 
over a period of more than five weeks a year would 
have to go to the Church. The comparatively little 
that Catholics do give directly to the Church should 
be given cheerfully.

“The daylight devil is the worst 
of all the fiends.

I think his best 
trick is to assure us he is a gentle- 
man. And his next best trick is to 
persuade us he is unimportant, is 
just agar by. 

“The smiling gentleman devil I 
can resist. Urbanity has never 
been persuasive with me. But the 
noonday fiend is primitive. He dis- 
tracts, disrupts, takes away pur- 
pose and patience and time. He 
works through incidentals and ac- 
cidentals, He seeks to involve us in 
trivia, to trip us up with inconse- 
quential detail, so that we will be 
unable to do a day’s work worthy 
of our soul. 

“He suggests naps in the mid- 
dle of the day, inspires acquain- 
tances to drop in just to say héllo, 
turns ankles, and tears trousers. 
He sends the toothache that leads 
to days with the dentist, breaks 
shoelaces, gives that boil just un- 
der the collar, makes us wait in 
the barbershop, and sees to it that 
the automobile battery is dead.

The Charges Are Untrue 


E have often remarked that 

most of the charges leveled 
against the Catholic Church are 
far more applicable to the organ- 
izations whose leaders make them. 
They play up two things particu- 
larly, namely, that the Catholic 
Church is in polities, and that its 
Hierarchy is working towards cre- 
ating a union of Church and State, 
which, they claim, must be done ac- 
cording to Catholic teaching. 

As a matter of fact the only 
churches which are in politics are 
those which accuse the Catholic 
Church of being political. 

No one member of the Catholic 
Hierarchy even knows what the 
politics of another is, and the Cath- 
olic Hierarchy never acts politically 
as a unit. Every Bishop is supreme 
in his own diocese, and needs not 
to follow others. 

The notion prevails that one of 
the Cardinals is head of all Cath- 
olic Bishops in the United States, 
and that they do his bidding. The 
fact is that no Cardinal has any 
jurisdiction outside of his own 
diocese. The honor usually comes 
to him because he is head of a 
large and important diocese. But 
the Cardinal of New York, for in- 
stance, cannot even give orders to 
the Bishop of Brooklyn, which is a 
part of Greater New York. 

As to “Church and State” union, 
there is not a single Bishop who is 
interested in it, who would even 
want it in this country. Hence it is 
absolutely false to say that any 
Bishop, let alone all of them com- 
bined, would advocate such a union 
even if the Catholic population ul- 
timately constituted more than half

single Protestant parishes which 
are worth more than the property 
of an entire Catholic diocese. 

The Catholic Bishops of the Uni- 
ted States live very simply and 
possess practically no wealth in 
their own names. By contrast the 
Bishops of the Established Church 
in England receive immense sal- 
aries from the State. An article 
published in Tait’s Magazine, 
circulated in England 180 years 
ago, when England was far more 
Protestant than it is today, when 
the Bishops enjoyed a great deal 
of prestige, stated that the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury had a net in- 
come, after allowing for palace 
and library expenses, visitations, 
confirmations, of $105,000.00 per 
year. That would be equivalent in 
the purchasing power of the time 
to more than one-half million dol- 
lars today. The average allowance 
of the Bishop of York was $55,000; 
of the Bishop of London $75,000; 
of the Bishop of Durham, $110,- 
000.00. 

But it might be asked, “Does not 
the Pope live luxuriously and have 
an immense income?” As a matter 
of fact the Pope has no personal 
income, and he lives more modestly 
than the average lay person in our 
country. During the war he fre- 
quently did not even use a bed, but 
slept on the floor. It is true that 
en solemn feasts and on the occa- 
sion of other big religious celebra- 
tions he is vested with costly gar- 
ments, but they are not personal 
property, and were given as gifts 
in tribute to the office which he 
holds. 

The Vatican has great art trea- 
sures, mostly gifts, accumulated 
over 19 centuries, but they are not 
the personal property of the Pope,, 
and do not bring in any revenue. 

According to the latest report 
we had the Cardinals of Rome re- 
ceived only $1,000.00 a year when 
the lira had its normal value of 20 
cents. Because the lira has shrunk 
below the value of one cent, it is 
likely that the allowance in lira 
has been increased, but probably 
not above the $1,000.00 figure. 

The pomp with which the Pope 
is received at solemn ecclesiastical 
functions might be compared with 
the pomp with which Jesus was re- 
‘ceived into Jerusalem, and all the 
honor paid the Pope is intended for 
Christ, whose representative the 
Catholics hold the Pope to be.

Assail Charges 
Against Bishop 


ATHOLIC circles in Hong 
Kong have branded as com- 
pletely false, Communist charges 
that Italian Bishop Tarcisio Mar- 
tina, Apostolic Prefect of Yihsien, 
Hopeh province, was implicated in 
a plot last year to assassinate 
Chinese leaders in Peking. 

The Peking Radio disclosed that 
Bishop Martina, a veteran mis- 
sionary in China, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment following a 
“murder conspiracy” trial which

All seven defendants were de- 
clared guilty of having planned to 
assassinate Mao Tze-tung, Chinese 
Communist leader, and other Com- 
munist officials during Communist 
anniversary celebrations in the 
North China capital. last October. 
They were alleged to have been 
“hired” by Col. David A. Barrett, 
former U.S. military attache in 
Peking. 

Non-Communist authorities de- 
clare that Bishop Martina had no 
connections with any military or- 
ganizations—Nationalist, guerril- 
la, or American. 

Referring to “espionage” char- 
ges ‘also levelled against Bishop 
Martina, informants said that all 
Bishop Martina had done was to 
exchange correspondence with 
Archbishop Antonio Riberi, Papal 
Internuncio to China, on religious 
matters. 

Bishop Martina was arrested in 
Peking on May 12 after having 
been forced out of Yihsien by Com- 
munist “liberators.” He made 
many attempts to return to Yih- 
sien, but was never able to obtain 
the necessary permission to travel. 


Faithful Try To Free 
Imprisoned Priests 


UNDREDS of Catholic priests 
are among the prisoners in a 
Communist concentration camp at 
Jachymov, Czechoslovakia,  ac- 
cording to a report in the Wiener 
Kurier, American-sponsored daily 
published in Vienna. 

The paper quoted a ‘former in- 
mate of the camp.as stating that 
the priests are employed under 
“inhuman conditions” in mining 
uranium ore for Russian atomic 
bomb production. 

The informant said the camp in- 
mates are denied proper medical 
cafe or adequate food ration. 

Crudely-armed Slovak peasants 
tried unsuccessfully last fall to 
free some 300 Catholic clergymen 
from a Communist concentration 
camp in Czechoslovakia, it has

|F it ever happens to be your good 
luck to enroll in the University 
of Detroit (and far, far be it from 
me to use this column as an edu- 
cational advertisement), I suggest 
that you ingratiate yourself with 
the rector, Father John Francis 
Quinn. For if you do, and if you 
prove that you are a true music 
lover, and if you demonstrate that 
you are trustworthy in the pre- 
sence of good music—which simp- 
ly means that when good music is 
being played you'll keep your 
mouth shut—you’re in for a treat.

Apostolate To Non-Catholics 


Southern Mission Fields

Lost Negroes At Home 
The sad truth is that while we 


have won millions in Africa, we

a number of the officers and their 
families live in homes scattered 
throughout the county. 

It is these families which have 
suddenly bulged the Infant of 
Prague Church into the largest 
Catholic parish in Nort Carolina. 
Six Masses in the little church 
(twice as many as in any other 
Catholic church in the State) are 
now required to accommodate the 
1,100 persons who worship there. 
About 95 per cent of these are 
from the North. 

The building now used for a 
church was formerly a night club. 
Perched along the highway, over 
which huge ecu? | trucks and 
other vehicles roar by with deaf- 
ening noise at all hours of the day 
and night, the church is_ the 
noisiest in which I ever tried to 
speak. 

As the heat was intense, it was 
necessary to keep the windows 
open: thus the thunderous roar of 
the traffic poured in unrestrained, 
drowning every second sentence of 


the evening lectures. After a few 
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N. C., an area of 80,000 people in 


and three rooms, perched on stilts, 
and occupied by Colored families, 
dotted the roadside. 


“Are you a member of any 
church?” I asked of my Colored 
neighbor, after an exchange of a 
few pleasantries. 

“Yes,” he replied, “I go once in 
n while to the A.M.E. Church. My 
wife sings in the choir.” 

“What does A.M.E. stand for?” 

My acquaintance was taken back 


and seemed somewhat startled. 
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A part of the crowd listening to Father O’Brien as he explains the Catholic Faith in Jacksonvill 
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which there is not a single native adult Catholic. ‘ 


have lost the Negroes in our own 
backyard. We passed through 
dozens of little hamlets and small 
towns and after traveling 52 miles 
reached Jacksonville. It was little 
more than a village until Camp Le- 
jeune was established for the U.S. 
Marine Corps a few miles away. 
Here are located about 45,000 
marines, spread over an enormous 
area, making it one of the largest 
military establishments in the 
world. 

Situated along the main high- 
way, extending from New York to 
Florida, is the Infant of Prague 


8} Catholic Church. Father A. F. 


Rohrbacher, formerly stationed at 
Waynesville, is the pastor. 

The parish comprises virtually 
all of Onslow County in which 
there are scores of towns and 
hamlets. The Catholic, other than 
the marines, population, is exceed- 
ingly sparse, numbering but a 
handful. 

Camp Lejeune has _ brought 
thousands of Catholic marines to 
the area. While most of the en- 
|listed men and the officers live at 
the Camp, where eight Catholic 


chaplains minister to their needs, 
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attempts to buck that competition, 
I surrendered and took the audi- 
ence into the courtyard on the 
other side of the church. 

I had- no sooner arrived than 
Father Rohrbacher launched me 
into a series of 15 public lectures 
(every night in the week) for 
Catholics and non-Catholics on the 
saa theme, “Truths Men Live 

y.” 


Beginning with the existence of 
God, I outlined the divine plan for 
man’s redemption, stressing the 
establishment of a Church to chan- 
nel Christ’s teachings and the 
fruits of His sufferings and death 
to all mankind. 


Huge Crowds 


People came from all over the 
county and even from towns 50 
miles away. A Trinitarian Father 
brought some of his parishioners 
from Maysville and a Redemptor- 
ist Father brought some of his 


flock from Clinton, some 60 miles 
distant. 


The attendance surpassed all ex- 
pectations, filling the huge court- 
yard, while additional ones remain- 
ed in autos parked on the fringe of 
the crowd. Not even a couple of 
storms were able to diminish the 
attendance; on those nights the 
lecture was given in the church. 
The pastor reports the crowds 
were the largest ever to attend a 


‘series of public outdoor lectures 


on the Catholic religion in North 
Carolina. 


Before each lecture we circulat- 
ed among the people, shaking 
hands with all. In this way we 
discovered who were non-Catho- 
lics and we took their names and 
addresses for follow-up work. To 
each non-Catholic family the - 
tor presented a copy of Our — - 
day Visitor’s recent publication, 
W hat’s the Truth About Catho- 
lies ?,” an explanation of the Gath- 
olic Faith in conversational form. 

So great was the interest arous- 


ed by this book among non-Catho-

lics that, after distributing 200 
copies among them, the pastor 
found it necessary to wire Our 
Sunday Visitor for an additional 
hundred. We hope that it ‘will lead 
a goodly number of them into the 
Church founded by Jesus Christ

“Tf you love the glory of God’s 
house,” St. Alphonsus cried, “go 
to the West Indies and save those 
perishing people. Don’t wait until 
you are sent under obedience; be a 
volunteer!” 


And so when Father Peter Cla- 
ver, S.J. was 29 years old, he set 
sail from Spain and arrived at 
Cartegena. This was the principal 
port on the coast of South Amer- 
ica: this part .of the coast is now 
a part of Bolivia. As one of the 
principal ports for the slave trade, 
some 10,000 Negroes from Africa 
were landed at Cartegena each 
year to work in the gold and silver 
mines and on the plantations. 


The condition of these slave 
boats was so dreadful that half of 
the Negroes died on the way to 
America. The rest were sick and 
full of sores and in such a miser- 
able condition they hardly cared 
whether they lived or died. It was 
these poor creatures that St. Peter 
Claver came to serve. And he threw 
himself into this distasteful work 
with all his strength and zeal. Into 
the yards crowded with human 
eargo he plunged, with medicines 
and food, bread, brandy, lemons 
and tobacco. He often found the 
Negroes too frightened and some 
too ill even to accept help from him. 


“We must speak to them first 
with our hands, before we try to 
speak to them with our lips,” Fa- 
ther Claver would say. He made 
use of pictures, showing our Lord 
suffering on the cross for them. 
Above all he tried to instil in them 
self-respect, to give them some 
idea that as redeemed human be- 
ings they had dignity, even if as 
‘slaves they were despised. He 
showed them that they were loved 
even more than they were abused, 
and that the divine love must not 
be outraged by evil ways. It is 
Said that Father Claver during his 
40 years of work instructed and 
baptised over 300,000 slaves.

The Eucharist 
And Conversions 


Bring inquirers to the Blessed 
Sacrament’ is the sage advice of a 
noted convert-maker. While always 
a contributory factor in conver- 
sions, the Blessed Eucharist is 
sometimes the solitary, though suf- 
ficient attraction that inspires study 
of the Church’s claims. 


“Herman Cohn was converted 
by the Eucharist Christ. It would 
be difficult to imagine less likely 
material for conversion. He was a 
Jew, and an infant prodigy at the 
piano. His talents won him the 
attention of Franz Liszt and he 
soon became the best pupil of that 
master. 


“The sensitive boy was immedi- 
ately thrown into a most sophisti- 
cated circle. George Sand domi- 
nated this Bohemian crowd. In 
this atmosphere of cynicism, un- 
belief and loose morality, Cohn 
was likewise an adept pupil. At 14 
he advocated atheism, communism 
and the -abolition of marriage. At 
16 he was an inveterate gambler, 
boastful of his amorous exploits, 
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and totally bereft of faith. Once 
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« Learning Truth has been 
man’s challenge since the 
advent of life... 
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“A choir-master urged Cohn to} 
assist him by playing 
for May devotions. Greatly 
amused, he consented. During 
Benediction he was moved by an 
unaccountable impulse to bow, and 
was surprised at his ready obedi- 
ence. 


“This unusual experience induc- 
ed him to return to the church in 
a few days. He felt an overpower- 
ing sense of some ‘Presence’ and 
an inexplicable desire to join the 
Catholic Church. Shortly  after- 
wards he was passing a church 
and heard the bells ring out for 
Mass. Impulsively, he entered and 
remained for the celebration of 
three Masses. Fascinated by this 
silent, hidden Magnet, he returned 
to the church that afternoon. This 
time a propelling force made him 
kneel and bow almost to the floor. 
“That day he hunted up a Cath- 
olic acquaintance to borrow a 
book on the Eucharist. The friend 
could only. give him a prayer book. 
He read and re-read the prayers 
of the Mass and devoured the de- 
votions that referred to Holy Com- 
munion. That entire night was 
spent in uninterrupted meditation 
on the Blessed Sacrament. He 
continued to attend Holy Mass, 
wondering where all this would 
eventually lead. He was soon to 
discover what God had in store 
for him, and his own .words best 
describe what took place one day 
at the elevation: 

“‘L had often wept in my child- 
hood, but never such tears as these. 
All at once I saw before me all the 
sins of my ‘past life, hideous, vile, 
revolting, worthy of the wrath of 
the Sovereign Judge, and yet I 
felt a miraculous calm, God in His 
Mercy forgiving these sins, and ac- 
cepting my firm resolution to love 
Him henceforth above all things.’ 
“Cohn soon joined the Church 
and was later ordained a Carmelite. 
He helped to reconcile Franz 
Liszt to the Church, converted 10 
of his relatives, and everywhere 
won sinners and unbelievers to love 
of the Eucharistic Christ.’ 

“In several of the articles in your 
current series you have urged, or 
your convert correspondents have 
urged, that Catholi¢s take their 
non-Catholic friends to Mass and 
other devotions. I certainly endorse 
that idea, and I think that because 
many non-Catholics will more 
readily attend afternoon or evening 
devotions, it is well to begin with 
them. 

Benetliction is almost always a 
part of our Special devotions. And 
the Real Presence of Christ in the 
Eucharist will, perhaps, impress 
your readers’ friends as it did Her- 
man Cohn—and me. They will 
then want to attend Mass, to learn 
more about it and other treasures 
of the one true Church. With God’s 
grace, given in answer to their 
prayers, your readers’ friends may 
well become one with them in the 
Mystical Body of Christ, which is 
the Church.”

Respecter Of All Persons 


“T like Roman Catholicism for 
being no respecter of persons, It 
is reported that Mahatma Gandhi 
had accepted Christianity and 
would have professed it, had he 
not stopped at a white man’s 
church in British South Africa. He 
was refused admittance. to the 
Church of Christ because of his 
dark skin. ‘I shall remain a Hindu,’ 
he said, sadly, ‘for this could not 
happen in Hinduism.’ Neither could 
it happen in Roman Catholicism. 
“I like Roman Catholicism most 
of all, for its realism. It is the one 
Christian Church which takes it- 
self most seriously. When a Ro- 
man communicant comes to the 
Mass, he comes to the presence of 


faith for any doubt of this reality. 
“Roman Catholic realism is es- 
pecially significant as it affects 
faith in the on-going life of the 
soul. Roman Catholics know that 
those who have been with us for 
awhile are still consciously par- 
ticipating in eternal life. Afld they 
recognize the folly of believing 
that a person with normal moral- 
ity and faith should enter immedi- 
ately into the same bliss as one 
whose life has been hid with Christ 
in self-sacrific This realism 
makes it quite nérmal for the Ro- 
man Catholic to believe that those 
who have loved their fellow-men in 
service in this world still love and 
wish to serve us. 

“There is a healthy realism 
about Roman Catholic philosophy. 
It is that which has given this 
faith its great capacity for self- 
revival, After each of the schisms 
and integnal threats which has 
menaced Roman Catholicism, the 
church has come back stronger 
than ever. Roman Catholic phil- 
osophy has proved its ability ‘to 
adjust itself, not to the eternal 
verities, but in the light of them 
to changing externals. 

“Here, indeed, is a great hope 
of a wnited church, with Roman 
Catholicism bringing forth an ac- 
ceptable formula for reconciliation, 
fitting the spirit both of Roman 
Catholicism and of the churches 
which have separated from her. 


“Evidence of this capacity for 
adjustment concerns Gandhi, spir- 
itual leader of India.

The Crusaders are purported to 
have a pretty good T-formation 
quarterback in Charley Maloy, and 
Mel Massucco figures to be their 
ace ball-carrier.

Temporal Power For Your Pope?’

the Unam Sanctam. After 400 
years Papini wrote: “We medte- 
valists still hold to the bull Unam 
Sanctam.” 

In 1870 the Pope all by himself 
even declared himself infallible. 


Editor: 


In the above paragraph we are 
not surprised to see Dallmann 
bring in Boniface VIII, who had a 
dispute with Philip the Fair of 
France at the beginning of the 
fourteenth century, for the Luth- 
erans, more than any other religi- 
ous group, find in his letter a claim 
made by the Pope not only to uni- 
versal spiritual but to universal 
temporal pc wer. 

In November, 1908, the late 
President Theodore Roosevelt had 
declared in a public statement: “It 
is subversive of the basic principle 
of separation of Church and State 
to permit the religious belief of 
any candidate for publie office to 
determine the casting of one’s 
pi for or against such a candi- 

ate.” 

Immediately the New York Syn- 
odical Conference of the Evangeli- 


cal Lutheran Church addressed an 
0 letter to the President in 
Ww they observed that the 
principle of political conduct en- 
unciated by the President should 
not be extended to Roman Cath- 
olics because “the Roman Church 
by her constitution, doctrine, dis- 
cipline and tradition is opposed to 
democratic institutions, and espec- 
ially to the separation of Church 
and State, which is a basic feature 
of our constitutional system”; and 
they called his attention to the let- 
ter of Pope Boniface VIII entitled 
Unam Sanctum. 

A few weeks later the late 
Bourke Cockran, speaking in Cuxi- 
cago, answered the Lutherans and 
so effectively that the editor of 
the Chicago Tribune called his ad- 
dress “hot an apology, nor an ex- 
cuse, but a thundering, aggressive, 
exultant challenge.” The Chicago 
Post wrote editorially: “Bourke 
Cockran’s speech was a brilliant 
and comprehensive exposition of 
the position of the Roman Catholic 
Church toward the state from the 
time of Constantine down to this 
year of our Lord 1908 ... In one 
hour he taught a whole course in 
medieval history.” The Chicago 
Citizen commented: “Bourke Cock- 
ran’s answer to the Lutheran min- 
isters was exhaustive, temperate, 
devastating.” 

Bourke Cockran pointed out the 
difference in the European situa- 
ion at the beginning of the four- 
teenth century from that which ob- 
tains today. In the first place all 
of Europe was Catholic including 
its kings, and they, as Catholics, 
were as much subject to the 
Church in spiritual things as the 


laity. 

Mr. Cockran purposely refrained 
from quoting a single Catholic his- 
torian, but instead chose Guizot, 
one of the few Protestants who 
lived in France and who, there- 
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charges made against the Church in a booklet entitled “Why Protestant, Not 
William Dallmann. The booklet is published by the Concordia 


fore, was not partial te the Cath- 
olic Church. Guizot considered 
Philip the Fair the most tyrannical 
ruler from the time of Nero. It 
was he who burned Molay, head of 
the Templars, and more than fifty 
of the members of the Knights 
Templars. He did this chiefly to 
seize their possessions. He upset 
all private commerce by counter- 
feiting currency, and became 
known as Phillipe le Faux-Mono- 
yeur (Philip the Counterfeiter). 

This would have been reason 
enough for the Pope to have inter- 
ferred because in those days the 
Pope was regarded by the common 
consent of nations, as the arbiter 
when ‘a civil ruler and the citizenry 
—all Catholics—were at odds. 


But Philip also claimed the right 
to appoint Bishops and pastors and 
to transfer them from one spiritu- 
al jurisdiction to another. More 
than that he tried to drive the 
Pontiff from his throne, after in- 
ducing Colonna to stir up a revolt 
against the Pope and to expel him 
from the city. 


Pure Spiritual Power 


Now with regard to the doctrine 
contained in the Unam Sanctam, 
we wish also to quote from one 


who has been more friendly to Pro- 


testantism than to Catholicism, 
namely, Doellinger (Church His- 
tory, Vol. 14, p. 90). Partisans of 
King Philip had said that in a 
previous letter written by Pope 
Boniface he claimed to be supreme 
over the king both in spiritual and 
in temporal things, but the Pope 
denied this in another letter en- 
titled Ausculta Fili. 


We have before us the entire 
text of the Bull written by Boni- 
face VIII, in which appears this 
passage objectionable to the Lu- 
therans: “Both, therefore, the 
spiritual sword and the material 
sword are in the power of the 
Church, but the latter is to be 
wielded on behalf of the Church, 
the former is to be wielded by 
the Church.” 


In his claim that the material 
sword is wielded “on behalf of the 
Church,” the Pope was thinking of 
the ninety-nine per cent of the 
citizenry of Europe belonging to 
the Church, and that these ninety- 
nine per cent would naturally be in- 
terested in protecting the Church, 
their Mother, from tyrannical 


rulers. . 


During the late war Hitler want- 
ed to run not only the State but 
the Church, and everyone who 
opposed him was praised. No one 
before the Reformation ever held 
that a civil ruler had spiritual au- 
thority over souls, but all have 
heard of the universal head of 
Christendom having spiritual au- 
thority over both kings and people 
if both happened to be members of 
the Church; they also heard of the 
use by kings of their temporal 
authority to safeguard the inter- 
ests of the religion professed by 
nearly the entire citizenry. 

Doellinger makes this observa- 
tion: “If they (kings) were not 
subject to the censures of the 
Church, whenever they might sin 
in the exercise of the power en- 
trusted to them, it would follow 
that as king they were out of the 
Church, and that the two powers 
would be totally distinct from each 
other; and that they were descend- 
ed from distinct and even opposed 
principles, which would be an error 
approaching to the heresy of the 

ichees. It was therefore the 


4 indirect power of the Church over 


the temporal! power of kings which 
the Pope defended in these Bulls.” 

In that very Bull Unam Sanctam 
Boniface VIII expressly declares 
that the power given to Peter was 
“suprema spiritualis potestas,” not 
the temporal or even a mixed pow- 
er, but purely spiritual. Nowhere 
in the Bull is it said that the ma- 
terial sword was given to the

But when Lutherans pretend to 
champion the a of separa- 
tion of Church and State, they are 
not deceiving the Fn gre It is only 
over here where they constitute a 
small minority, and where, until 
recent years, most of them were 
immigrants fro | 
they defend separation. They had 
union with the State in Germany, 
and they still have it in Norway 
and Sweden and Denmark. 


In the last paragraph Dallmann 
writes: “In 1870 the Pope all by 
himself even declared himself in- 
fallible.” Every official spokesman 
for the Church of Christ must have 
regarded himself as infallible in 
matters of faith or morals or he 
could have led all Christians into 
error and thus nullified the words 
of Christ, “the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” The Lu- 
therans admit the Church’s infal- 
libility by accepting the Bible, on 
its authority alone as inspired. 

But the Pope in 1870 certainly 
had more reason to declare him- 
self infallible than Luther did. On 
many occasions his “ipse dixit” was 
proclaimed reason enough for the, 
acceptance by his followers of 
everything he taught. No Pope 
ever tried to mutilate the Scrip- 
tures as Luther did.

FACH month has its quota of feasts honoring Our Blessed Lady. Holy Mother Church 
would have her children ever mindful of their powerful protector, intercessor and medi- 


ator with God. 


Yesterday the Church paid honor to Mary’s nativity ; on Wednesday the liturgy rings 
with the praises of her Holy Name, Mary; and on Saturday of this week it is her seven-fold 
Sword of Sorrow that is recalled to the minds of the faithful. As Saturday is more and 


more universally considered as the< 
day of the week dedicated to the 
Holy Virgin, this Saturday is doub- 
ly her day. 

With all hearts and minds turn- 
ed Mary-ward, it is opportune to 
refer at this time to the many 
Mary shrines that adorn the’ fam- 
ily homes and yards.

shrine has become a part of the 
town’s tradition.” 

For those who requested infor- 
mation on how to build a shrine, 
it might be said that there is no 
one set rule. Some are large, oth- 
ers small; most are made of stone, 
some of limestone, sonie of wood. 
Some, more elaborate, have a sort 
of rock garden at the base, even 
to the inclusion of a pool, and/or 
running water. Many people just 
gather whatever kinds of rocks 
can be found in the vicinity, and 
use cement as the filler. Usually 
a pedestal fS erected, and then a 
background is shaped either ob- 
long, round, oval, square, or rec- 
tangular. In some cases, a sort of 
wooden three-sided box, or altar is 
fashioned for the top, to enclose 
the statue. 

Sometimes there is a _ back- 
ground of bushes, shrubbery, or 
trees; again the shrine may be out 
in the open, and surrounded by 
flowers that come up perennially. 
If many varieties are planted, 
there will always be some in bloom 
according to the season. In winter 
the shrine is a beauty, decked in 
snow. 

Others prefer shrines to have cut 
flowers, and provide places for 
basket or vases near the base of 
the statue.

Outdoor statues may be some- 
what more expensive; yet this 
problem can be met, by purchasin 
an inexpensive indoor statue an 
giving it several coats of liquid 
transparent plastic. This will hold 


over one entire winter, and can be!‘ 


renewed the following summer. 


A glass-covered picture fitted’ 
into the recess of a niche of stone 
or concrete may also serve an out- 
door shrine through the winter. It 
is hoped that this information may 
assist those who requested it, re- 
lative to their erecting a family 
shrine to Mary.

Today there was no sugar at all 
on the grocer’s shelves—thanks to 
the elderly couple and their like— 
and we were fresh out of sugar at 
our house. So we used some very 
aged, very hardened brown sugar 
in our iced tea tonight. 

“What would we take if we had 
to leave all of a sudden?”

“chould dominate any program we 
fe out with ECA heh , if mater- 
‘al development is not to be at the 
expense of, but rather to promote, 
human liberty based on human 
equality, it is one of the plainest 
lessons of history and one of the 
saddest facts of human experience, 
that the surrender of basic human 
rights in exchange for material 
security is illusory. The result for 
the individual is loss both of human 
rights and material security. ' 


While the recent establishment 
of a minimum wage law in the 
Philippines leaves much to be de- 
sired, the Archbishop said, he fel 
that it is a good beginning and an 
assurance that the envisioned 
economic development of the coun- 
try will not mean exploitation of 
the individual. 


“It is good for us to be remind- 
ed—and often—of the central 
position of the person in the Chris- 
tian economy,” the Manila prelate 
continued. “For if the world is in a 
sad state of desuetude today, if 
a wave of desolation is sweeping 
over many nations, it is because 
too many people have been ready 
to suppress the human personality 
to build up the supremacy of the 
state. It is because too many peo- 
ple have forgotten that man 
exists not for the state, but 
for a destiny beyond the state.” 


Archbishop Reyes cited the en- 
cyclical “Rerum Novarum” on the 
condition of the working classes, 
in which Pope Leo XIII set forth 
that the first duty of the state is 
to produce public well-being and 
making citizens better and hap- 
pier. 

“Because many have ignored or 
despised these fundamental truths,” 
the Archbishop concluded, “we are 
witness today to the enslayement 
of millions of the human race un- 
der the heel of communism. Com- 
munism also has an economic de- 
velopment and social reconstruction 


plan for various countries of the 
world, 


“There is no room in this plan 
for the individual, for human dig- 
nity and liberty. Its central fact 
is the supremacy, its main purpose 
the perpetuation of the absolutist 
state. Its only beneficiary is the 
ruling class. 


“The Church is opposed to com- 
munism because communism de- 
nies the value of the individual and 
destroys human personality. For 
this reason the Church welcomes 
and looks with favor upon any ef- 
fort like that of the ECA to

strengthen our economy so that 
the individual’s dignity may be 
better recognized and human per- 
sonality more effectively safe- 
guarded.” 3

State Must Aid In The | 


Spiritual Training Of 


Troops, Chaplain Says 


The Hague—(NC)—The state is under an obligation to 
assist roe a8 in the spiritual training of its soldiers, the 
Netherlands chief army chaplain, Msgr. (Col.) Herman G. 
G. M. Van Straelen, declared at the inauguration of a state- 
aided spiritual formation center for military personnel. By 
doing ‘so the state serves its own interests through the im- 


provement of army morale, he 
added. 


Monsignor Van Straelen’s state- 
ment was made in an address at 
the formal opening of the Catholic 
center Sonnehaert, at Zeist. The 
ceremony was attended by military, 
ecclesiastical and civil authorities, 
including Under-Secretary of State 
Kranenburg of the Ministry of 
War. 

The formation center is spon- 
sored by the National Catholic 
Home Front, and will train military 
personnel as spiritual leaders in 
the army to supplement the work 
of chaplains and.to form spiritual 
nuclei in barracks and garrison 
towns. The War Ministry has come 
to its assistance with state-aid and 
by releasing soldiers for three-day 
religion courses during their time 
of military duty. Military author- 
ities themselves praised this effort 
of spiritual skeleton drill for army 
personnel. 


In his address, Monsignor Van 
Straelen said that cooperation be- 
tween Church and state implies 
that the Church train the heads 
and hearts of her faithful to be 
good citizens, while the _ state 
assumes a financial obligation in 
order to enable her to fulfill her 
task properly. This cooperation is 
all the more necessary, he said, 
when the state calls up all young 
people for military training, there- 
by withdrawing them from their 
normal life, their families, their 
parishes and their youth move- 
ments in behalf of the general 
welfare. 


In developing his theme of the 
State’s obligation, Monsignor Van 
Straelen was quoted as saying in 
effect: 


The state is under obligation, on 
the one hand, of narrowing down 
to a minimum all factors which 
might be harmful to the faith and 
morals of young people and, on the 
other hand, of offering the Church 
the necessary facilities and suffi- 
cient opportunities to be watchful 
over their eternal interests, By 
doing so the state considerably 
serves its own interests in an in- 
direct way because the higher the 
morale, the higher the potential 
of the army.

languishing in a Czechoslovakian 


Washington —(NC)— A young 
American GI student has been 


prison on the usual “espionage’”’ 
charge since shortly after the com- 
munists took over the Prague gov- 
ernment. His Congressman, who 
has just introduced a House re- 
solution in his behalf, calis him 
“the forgotten man.” 


He was arrested in 1948, some 
seven months after the Reds took 
over. Since February 23, 1950, no 
American official has been al- 
lowed to see him. The last time 
his parents in this country heard 
from him, the youth, a Catholic, 
wrote them that “only prayer and 
deep love of God” give him any 
more hope. He received a ten-year 
prison term. 

The imprisoned student is John 
Hvasta, 24, of Hillside, N. J., who 
has been in a Czech prison since 
October 16, 1948. William Oatis, 
Associated Press reporter whose 
imprisonment has aroused such a 
wide protest in this country, was 
arrested last April 23, 195t. 


Young Hvasta’s Congressman, 
Peter W. Rodino of Newark, a 
Knight of Malta, introduced a re- 
solution in the House of Represen- 
tatives demanding that all “com- 
mercial relations with Czechoslo- 
vakia should be terminated im- 
mediately, and should be resumed 
only if and when the Government 
of Czechoslovakia restores to John 
Hvasta his freedom.” The resolu- 
tion added that if he is not re- 
leased from “his false imprison- 
ment within 90 days, the Depart- 
ment of State shall be directed to 
evacuate all nationals of the U. S. 
from Czechoslovakia with the end 
in view of severing diplomatic re- 
lations with Czechoslovakia.” 


Subsequently a State Depart- 
ment spokesman said here that it 
had fimally” received permission 
from the Czech authorities to send 
a Prague Embassy aide to inter- 
view Mr. Hvasta in his prison cell 
under surveillance of a Czech 
official. 

Young Hvasta was born in Slo- 
vakia on January 2, 1927. He came 
to the U. S. with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Hvasta, at the 
age of 12. He has a brother, Ste- 
phen, at Seton Hall University, 
South Orange, N. J. From Septem- 
ber, 1945, to August, 1946, he 
served in the U. S. Navy after be- 
ing naturalized in 1944. 


In February, 1948, he went to 
Czechoslovakia under the GI Bill 
of Rights to study the Slovak lan- 
guage and literature at the state 
university at Bratislava in Slo- 
vakia. 

During his brief career at
